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Fir4 Day Covers 
For ‘Progress’ Stamp 


Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of the 3c Wom- 
en’s Progress stamp may send a 
limited number of addressed en- 
velopes, not in excess of 10, to the 
Postmaster, Seneca Falis,:N. Y., 
with postal note or money-order 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. Postage 
stamps and personal checks will 
not be accepted in payment. En- 
yelopes submitted should be of 
ordinary letter size and each must 
be properly addressed. An enclos- 
ure of medium weight should be 
placed in each envelope and the 
flap either sealed or turned in. 

An outside envelope must not 
be sent for return of first-day 
covers. The envelope to the Post- 
master at Seneca Falls, N. Y., 
should be endorsed “First Day 
Covers.” Collectors should reffain 
from requesting hand cancella- 
tions since covers will be mach- 
ine canceled so far as practicable. 
Orders for first-day covers must 
not include requests for uncancel- 
ed stamps. 

For the benefit of collectors de- 
siring stamps of selected quality 
for philatelic use, the 3-cent Pro- 
gress of Women commemorative 
stamp will be available at the 
Philatelic Agency, Post Office De- 
partment, Washington 25, D. C., 
on and after July 20, 1948. To in- 
sure prompt shipment, mail ord- 
ers to the Agency should include 
no other stamp issues. The Phila- 
telic Agency does not service first- 
day covers. 





Canadian Surface 
Mail To Be Eligible 
For Plane Delivery 


Canada has taken a forward 
step in the carrying of first class 
mail. This is indicated with the 
official announcement from the 
Canadian Post Office Department, 
that effective July 1 mail prepaid 
at the 4c first class surface rate 
will be given air transmission 
when delivery of such mail can 
be expedited. This will not mean 
that all first class mail will go 
by air, but only that which the 
Department deems it can handle 
to the best advantage in this man- 
ner. 

Canada will still require seven 
cents worth of stamps per ounce 
0: less ,when a mailer designates 
that a piece of mail is to go by 
air. 

The innovation noted above 
will hold only for mail posted in 
Canada, and directed for delivery 
in Canada, and which will weigh 
one ounce or less.

India’s New Airmail 
Valid One Day Only - 


When India had its first official 
airmail flight on June 8, the 





Postal Administration of that 
country issued a stamp for the 
occasion, The design pictured a 
plane in flight, and bore the in- 
scription, “Air India Internation- 
al” and First Flight 8 June, 1948”, 
Color of the new stamp is blue 
and gray, the value 12 annas. The 
flight was from Bombay to Lon- 
don. 

It might be of interest for col- 
lectors to note that the stamp was 
on sale only for ten days before 
the flight, and that it was valid 
for postage on this one flight 
only. Word from India indicates 
that a rather small quantity of 
the issue was printed. 

The stamp and the information 
on its issuance came through the 
courtesy of the Triangle Stamp 
Co. of Philadelphia.

Mail Delivery Seen 
For Lake Freighiers 


“The freighters that ply the 
Great Lakes will continue to get 
their mail as previously,” states 
Don R. Heath known authority on 
the Detroit River Mail Boats. Mr. 
Heath bases his opinion on the 
fact that eliminating mail service 
to a community of 25,000 persons 
would be just what would take 
place if all mail connections 
would be stopped to the freight- 
ers. A lot of people would raise a 
justified howl. 

According to an announcement 
of early April, the Post Office 
Department gave notice that it 
would cease the delivery of mail 
on the Detroit River to Great 
Lakes freighters on June 30. The 
Department cited the fact that 
bids received from boat owners 
to carry this mail were at least 
twice as much as the Department 
was in a position to pay. 

The current contract which ex- 
pires on June 30 paid the boat 
operator $12,750 per season, Low- 
est bid received at the time of 
advertising for these amounted to 
$48,965, nearly four times’ the 
amount of the present payment. 
While the delivery of mail to the 
freighters by a mail boat holding 
a government contract is not ex- 
pected, Mr. Heath feels certain 
that the service will be taken over 
to some extent by the J. W. West- 
cott Co. a firm of Marine Report- 
ers, on July 1. This firm will no 
doubt establish the Post Office 
proper at their offices and have 
a post office carrier accompany 
their boat out to make the deliv- 
ery proper. This will make the de-

Collecting For Fun or Investment 


Elsewhere in this issue we reprint word for word a 
mimeographed circular that has been sent to our office by 
a collector. We are unaware of the author or the source of 
this circular, but we do agree about 100% with the remarks 

y made therein. The circular is head- 
ed “Killing the Goose”. We recom- 
mend that you read this article 
carefully and consider it from your 
own standpoint whether you claim 
to collect for fun or whether you 
look upon your collection as an 
investment. One paragraph in the 
circular starts out with these 
words, “Probably the sage of Sid- 
ney and a few others will decry 
these suggestions.” This remark is 
evidence that whoever wrote the 
article is unfamiliar with our ideas 

: and beliefs as concern stamps sold 
GEO. LINN by the Philatelic Agency. On 
more than one occasion in the past we have made the state- 
ment that the issue of stamps by the Agency should be limited 
and that especially in the case of Commemorative issues, an 
announcement of the number to be issued should be made 
at time of issue. Furthermore, that an announcement 
should be made that the stamps would be on sale only un- 
til an announced date when any remainders in the Agency 
would be destroyed, or that the stamps would be on sale 
until the available supply was sold, provided this time should 
arrive before the date announced for withdrawal. 

In either instance the collector would have information 
that would tell him definitely that there was a limit to ‘the 
number that would come into circulation and he could gauge 
his purchases accordingly. On top of this we definitely ap- 
prove of a more limited printing of any or all of these is- 
sues. Years ago Commemoratives were printed in very limit- 
ed numbers, yet sufficient to put them into circulation gen- 
erally throughout the country and the issues were used up 
quickly and served the purpose for which they were issued. 

Whether you collect for pleasure or profit, you have the 
opportunity when the stamps are issued, to obtain as many 
as you want at face value, 

If you collect for pleasure you probably want a single 
and a block of four or maybe some plate number blocks. 
You can buy these when the stamps are issued and if you 
fail to buy them you have no one to blame but yourself, If 
you collect or buy for an investment as many collectors do, 
you too can obtain as many of the stamps as you wish when 
they are issued and you have no one to blame but yourself 
if you do not get them. - 

It is well to bear in mind that collecting for fun is one 
thing and that most all who claim to collect for fun have a 
very meagre investment in their stamps. When a collector 
spends several hundred dollars per year and eventually has 
several thousand dollars tied up in his stamp collection, 
you can bet he is looking upon his collection and accumula- 
tion as an investment and hopes to get all of his money back, 
plus a profit. 

This is a very logical and commendable idea and one 
has a right to consider his collection from such an angle. 
Were this not both true and possible, the volume of money 
spent for stamps would fall off to such an extent that a 
large percentage of the stamp dealers would have to quit 
business. One has a right to invest in stocks, bonds, real 
estate or in anything else he may care to put his money 
into. Those stamp collectors who choose to invest in stamps 
have a right to such investment and they do so principally 
because they have more faith in the investment in stamps 
than they could have in other forms of investment. 

Whether you collect for fun or profit is your own con- 
cern, but we have seldom seen a collector of any consequence 
who does not have an eye to stamp values and price increases. 
For these people we can assure you that no matter how 
many U. S. Commemorative stamps you may have, their 
value will never. increase as long as there is a single copy 
on sale at the Philatelic Agency and after that is past, the 
value will rise very slowly and will not show any worth 









is acquired by the dealers, broken up and put into the col- 
lections of new collectors. If we are to insist that the Agency 
keep stamps on sale for an indefinite period of time, why 
not start collecting picture post cards, the pictures are bigger 
and prettier on the cards and they only cost a cent apiece. 

Practically none of the Commemoratives of the past 
two or three years are a decent buy for any collector who 
expects to see a price increase either for a block of four or 
a sheet. The quantity issued has been so large that they 
will remain on sale at the Agency for months and months. 
Only a limit of three to six months after date of issue will 
change this situation. Collectors who now buy from the 
Agency in sheets or in pads are going to regret those pur-

Canada Revises 
Philatelic Services 


The service that Canada will 
render to stamp collectors was in 
for revision according to a recent 
statement of policy from the 
Philatelic Section of the Canadian 
Post Office Department. 

It has been decided that in all 
future general isSues only suffi- 
cient stock will be retained in the 
Philatelic Section to cover a per- 
iod of approximately two years 
after the final distribution by the 
Postage Stamp Section to Post- 
masters throughout the country. 
This should give the individual 
collector ample time to obtain his 
requirements, 

This will mean that all stamps 
of a regular postage series will 
go off sale at the Agency not any 
later than two years after such 
stamps have bcen exhausted from 
POD stocks at Ottawa. Usually, 
the commemorative stamps are 
removed from sale after being of- 
fered for a period of six months. 
The Department has stated al- 
so that it will continue to mail 
notices of new issues to all those 
now on the lists that are main- 
tained for this purpose. But it will 
discontinue to notify collectors 
of impending first flights origin- 
ating in Canada. 

Canada, will also cease to serv- 
ice first day covers for collectors 
for new stamp issues, and it will 
also not provide cachets or serv- 
ice for first flight covers. The 


‘aplication of cachets to the mail 


of collectors will be abandoned 
entirely with an exception made 
in those cases where municipal- 
ities, chambers of commerce, etc., 
desire that a cachet be used and 
are willing to pay the cost of the 
cachet. Permission to use cachets 
under these circumstances must 
be obtained from the Post Office 
Department. 

It will not be possible for col- 
lectors to obtain copies of Offic- 
ial stamps under the presently 
established policy. These are the 
regular series postage stamps per- 
forated with the letters “O.H.M.- 


Sale of postal stationery to col- 
lectors such as postcards, envel- 
opes and other material through 
the Philatelic Agency has been 
c’  mntinued also. 

No explanation was given for 
the curtailment of these services 
to collectors which the Philatelic 
Section of Canada has carried for 
a number of years. It might be 
suspected of being an economy 
measure. The Philatelic Section 
will continue to offer Canadian 
postage stamps at face value, and 
continue to send these to collec- 
tors without cost for postage and 
registration.

Stagecoach War 
Recalled By APS 
Souvenir Sheets 


A stagecoach war in 1860 be- 
tween rival lines is recalled by 
souvenir sheets issued for the 
sixty-second annual convention of 
the American Philatelic Society, 
to be held in Denver, Colorado, 
September 6 to 10, 1948.

Each of the three sheets in the 
set shows the handstamp of a dif- 
ferent line running into Denver 
City in early days. Handstamps 
illustrated are Hinckley & Co. 
(shown here), Jones & Russell 
and the Central Overland. 

The Jones & Russell line (es- 
tablished in 1859) was expanded 
in the winter of 1860 into the 
high-sounding, The Central Over- 
land California & Pikes Peak Ex- 
press. 

In April of 1860 the Central 
Overland inaugurated the famed 
Pony Express from St. Joseph, 
Mo., to California, Shortly there- 
after the Central Overland be- 
came embroiled in a conflict with 
a newcomer, the Hinckley Ex- 
press, Over the transportation of 
mails, express and _ passengers 
between Denver City and_ the 
mining camps in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. Rates for services came 
tumbling as speed went up, Stage- 
coaches careened over mountain 
trails, crowded with passengers 
who claimed it was “cheaper to 
ride the coaches than stay at 
home.” Rates for carrying the 
mails—neither stageline had a 
government contract likewise 
were reduced. 


Operation of the Pony Express 
—also without a government coff- 
tract—created a serious deficit for 
the Central Overland. Soon the 
line became known as “Clean Out 
of Cash & Poor Pay.” 


Hinckley sold out to the Cen- 
tral Overland, on _ the latter’s 
terms, but the victory was not 
for long. The stagecoach war and 
heavy losses in operation of the 
Pony Express brought eventual 
bankruptcy to the Central Over- 
land. Ben Holladay became the 
new “stagecoach king.” This, 
however, is ahead of our story. 

Each of the three souvenir 
sheets to a set not only shows a 
different handstamp but is of a 
different color of gummed paper 
—white, buff or canary. The 
printing is in black ink.

The above is a variety caused when the sheet of stamps was 
passed through the printing press for the second time to have the 
vignette printed within the frame. They are the $1 Wilson stamp 
of the Presidential series, This stamp, and the $2 and the $5 values 
are printed on the flat bed presses, all three. of them being bi- 
colors, the one dollar in purple and black. From appearances, the 
sheet had been passed through the press and given the impression 
of the frame and the numerals of value. Then on the second trip 
through the press to have the black vignette added, the sheet be- 
came folded or creased, the printing being applied over the crease.

The Beer rate was doubled 
sometime recently however some 
of the old stamps are still in use 
without any surcharge what-so- 
ever. These stamps are sold at 
double face value while the 
stamps issued since the change or 
rate are sold at face! My infor- 
mation has it that the new stamps 
(bearing Dufendorf’s signature) 
no longer bear the face value but 
say merely “Tax Paid” where the 
figure of value used to appear.

The 1943 Liquor stamp in the 
1/5 gal has turned up brown 
with silver serial number (first 
issue showing size instead of the 
value).

Olympic Association announced 
the sale of the Olympic Victory 
seals to interested persons, many 
seal collectors passed the issue 
by because not less than a full 
sheet of any of the four colors in 
which the seal is printed could 
be purchased.

This seal has been acclaimed 
by many philatelists as one of the 
finest sporting non-revenue lab- 
els over produced. The design 
shows a dramatic moment in the 
1932 Olympic Games when the 
United States was host to the 
nations of the world at Los An- 
geles, 

A framing inscription surrounds 
the sheet of 40 seals (5 wide x 8 
deep) which sells for $1.00 per 
sheet. The proceeds from the sale 
of these souvenir stamps go to 
the U. S. Olympic fund. 

A “reconstructed sheet’ consists 
of two corner blocks 3 wide by 4 
deep and two others 2 x 4 and will 
be supplied with red and purple 
on opposite corners and blue and 
green on the other two opposite 
corners. Seals will be sold in 
single sets or in blocks at the 
net rate of 242c per seal, plus 
postage of 3c on a set of singles 
or blocks; 6c on a reconstructed 
sheet mailed flat or as many as 
four sheets if folded, and 10c on 
up to four sheets mailed flat 
with cardboard protector. The 
best centering possible will be 
provided from the stock avail- 
able. 

To repeat, the 244c per stamp 
goes entirely to the Olympic fund 
and the additional postage re- 
quested is simply enough to cov- 
er mailing costs. Full sheets can 
be purchased from the various 
A. A. U. offices throughout the 
country, but if you desire single 
stamps, blocks, or “reconstructed

_ (EDITORS NOTE: The follow- 
ing while not the writing of any 
member of the staff of this paper 
expresses some thoughts that each 
day seem to be those of more and 
more people. It is presented with- 
out editing of any kind.) 
“KILLING THE GOOSE” 
Slowly, but surely, USPOD 

(United States Post Office De- 

partment) is killing the goose 

that lays the golden egg. Thru its 

Philatelic Agency, USPOD is 

peddling philatelic pot-pourri to 

John Q. Public in terms of mil- 

lions of dollars. John Q. is stu- 

pidly storing and avidly await- 
ing. The sad sequel is that John 

Q. will be dismayingly disillu- 

sioned. The earlier this operation 

occurs, the closer the final kill- 
ing of the grandiose goose. Re- 
curring scenes of the following 
drama will hasten the demise- 
THE SCENE, Stamp Dealer’s 

Office. 

THE ACTORS, The Dealer. A 

New Client. 

New Client: “I want to sell 300 
sheets of U. S. Stamps.” 

Dealer (interestedly): “Fime! 
Fine! Any Norse-Americans- 
Walloons-Ericssons * Burgoy- 
nes?” 

N.C.: “No...these are later. Fine 
agency material. Movies-Flor- 
ida-Iwo Jimas-” 

Dealer (sighing): “Oh! Well, the 
bid is $1.65 a sheet on Movies— 
1.55 on Floridas—1.40 on all 
three-cent commems after- 

N. C. (angrily): “You mean to say 
you’re offering less than face 
value for U. S. Stamps. That’s 
against the law. TH.... 

Dealer (patiently): No, it is’nt un- 
lawful. And I’m not offering 
you anything for them. Fact 
is, I don’t want them. There 
were 53,000,000 Movies issued— 
62,000,000 Floridas. Since that 
time the three-cent commem 
issues have run 100,000,000 to 
300,000,000. Thousands of peo- 
ple have bought thousands of 
sheets. In 25 years they may be 
worth 25% over face, a splen- 
did return of one percent per 
year (if storage space costs 
nothing). If for any reason they 
have to move their stamps 
quickly, they’ll be lucky to get 
out at 10% under face—” 

N. S. (breaking in): “But my 
friend told me there was big 
money in buying U. S. stamps.” 

Dealer (still patiently): Your 
friénd was passing along here- 
say. No money is made buying 
stamps. Investing in stamps is 
something entirely different. 
Get yourself a broker. Know 


You’ll never make any money 
in issues of 100,000,000 while 
thousands are trying to do the 
same thing”. 

N. C. (resignedly): “I think I see 
what you mean. I’ll take what 


out of this racket.” 

A fantasy? Alas, my friend, ’tis 
sad realism. And the scene will 
be repeated, many times over. Not 
always in the same setting, but 
with practically the same results. 
And another Philatelic Agency 
customer will be lost while an- 
other type of heresay is develop- 
ing,...for every such disillusion- 
ed man will tell his friends about 
his experience in stamps, 

The ultimate result? Agency 
sales will drop. Perhaps USPOD 
will wonder why. Everyone con- 
nected with  USPOD_ should 
know why. Sométhing should be 
done about it. Why kill the gold- 
en-egg-laying goose? What can 
they do? The answer is simple. 
Cut down on quantities, Keep up 
the volume with more issues... 
good issues, Instead of putting out 
separate stamps to commemorate 
this and that, do a little research. 
Put out commemorative series of 
stamps, with values keyed to the 
public’s need for postage. Issued 
in series of one-cent, three-cent, 
and five cent denominations at 
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10,000,000 of each, a ten-cent val-

value (as needed) of fifteen, twen- 
ty- or some in-between value at 
5,000,000 each, and one higher 
value of twenty-five, thirty or 
forty cents at 2,000,000 copies— 
put out such issues as many as 
four to eight times a year, emu- 
late the color and beauty of for- 
eign issues, and you’ll have some- 
thing, Mr. USPOD,...something 
that will be eagerly sought after 
by ever increasing numbers of 
stamp collectors,..something that 
will be worth keeping and show- 
ing to those who come after us,.. 
something that will have an in- 
creasing value...if you'll issue 
such material. .announce new is- 
sues only a month before first 
day,...let the first-day cover gals 
and guys have their picnics as 
they wish. ..put a million selected 
copies (and I mean selected cop- 
ies) on sale at the Agency.. .lim- 
it the sales to two or three sheets 
per customer,...distribute the 
balance about the country’s post 
offices impartially,...let them sell 
out at said offices,...and then 
forget them. Ah, brother! We’d 
have some classics, instead of 
dropping the “cl.” Spice the deal 
with an occasional imperf issue 
of a million only of some special 
stamp. Collectors would soon find 
that it pays to buy early and of- 
ten at the Agency; they’ll pick up 
an occasional rare issue. 

Probably the sage of Sidney 
and a few others will decry these 
suggestions. The argument will 
be (1) Taking the joy out of col- 
lecting-for-the-fun-of-it and com- 
mercialising the hobby: (2) A few 
will reap the profit. The answers 
are (1) Sales of stamps by the 
Agency already represent com- 
mercialised dealings, or do you 
think that John and Joe and’ Billy 
and Paul are buying those purple 
pads (yes, I said “pads”) of new- 
issues just for the fun of it? 
Neither do I. (2) So what? As 
conditions exist at the moment, 
no one profits, not even the U. S. 
Government. What if someone 
does make a few dimes? Perhaps 
you'll be one of the someones, oc- 
casionally. 

To USPOD, I should like to 
point out this indisputable fact. 
As soon as it becomes common 
knowledge to John Q. Public that 
there isn’t any. profit in buying 
your purple pads, John Q. will 
look to other fields where he 
can find a profit. Why not be 
smart enough to make it possible 


‘for an already established clien- 


tele to keep on dealing with you 
and make a profit? It is fully as 
easy for you to manufacture 
stamps with profit potentialities 
as it is to turn out the junk (yes, 
I said “jurk’”) that now comes 
from Government printing press- 
es and is foisted upon old John 
Q; and is inexpensive. 

Get smart, USPOD! Let the 
“collect-for-the-joy-of-it* boys 
They’re always howling 
about something, anyway. Your 
clients want stamps that will 


*show profit. If you don’t produce 








them, other countries will,... and 
those big round dollars will start 
rolling (more and more) toward 
some capital city other than 
Washington, D. C. Foster that 
fowl you own, USPOD! DON’T 
KILL THE GOOSE THAT LAYS 
YOUR GOLDEN EGGS.”

They have a sense | 
of what is needed to achieve the 
acme for spectators’ comfort and 
ecuvenienc.; the ultimate in dis- 
play forcefulness. Considering the 
fortune they spent simply to par- 
ticipate in our show here, it is 
not <9 difficult visualize what 
will be done to make the Swiss 
International Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion a spectacular success. Both 
postal officials and the leading 
philatelists of Switzerland realize 
that IMABA will be the first 
stamp show to be held in Contin- 
ental Europe in ten years, and 
accordingly have spared no ef- 
forts in designing, preparing and 
building for today the stamp ex- 
hibition of tomorrow. ; 

Even though advance publicity 
has been delayed because of the 
pressure of work connected with 
the planning of the show, plans 
for the entertainment of foreign 
visitors to Switzerland will be as 
unusual as the show itself. 

While time may seem short be- 
fore the show opens, arrange- 
ments have been concluded with 
K.L.M., the Royal Dutch Airlines, 
which will assure confirmed res- 
ervations between the United 
States and Switzerland. KLM is 
the only trans-Atlantic Airline 
which operates daily schedules 
between the two countries with- 
out the bothersome necessity of 
changing lines enroute, if direct 
service is desired, or of offering 
frequent service to all leading 
cities of Europe if the trip is to 
be extended to include other 
countries in addition to Switzer- 
land. Switzerland is only an over- 
night flight out of New York, 
which will enable collectors to 
leave here as late as Aug. 19, and 
still be on hand for the official 
opening. 

Those planning to attend the 
Swiss show should make their 
reservations at once, whether they 
travel by air or boat. These can 
be made through travel services 
one of which is usually located 
in a city of any size. Those who

‘New Postage Issue 
‘Planned By Barbados 


| The British Crown Colony of 
| Barbados will have a new series 
‘of postage stamps according to 
}an announcement made by the 
| Secretary of State of this segment 
|of the Empire. Confirmed at the 
same time was the rumored 
change in the monetary value 
which has existed in pence and 
ishillings, to dollars and cents. 

The present design, which is 
common to all the stamps in the 
regular postage series will be re- 
tained for at least one of the val- 
ues in the new 
of the designs will be of a pictor- 
ial nature, and which will depict 
various Island scenes. The pre- 
sent design is the Seal of the 
Colony. 

It will not be until 1950 that 
the new series comes into being, 
for it is estimated that it will take 
about one and a half years to pre- 
pare the designs, and then have 
them made into stamps by the 
Crown Agents. Since to have the 
stamps issued in 1950 requires 
that the designs must be complet- 
ed by the end of this year, the 
Governor has appointed a com- 
mittee for the project, The chair- 
man is the Colonial Secretary, as- 
sisted by the Colonial Postmaster 
and a representative of the Bar- 
bados Philatelic Society. 

Stamp collectors will be pleased 
to note that they have been given 
recognition. 

The public of Barbados has 
been invited to participate in the 
suggesting and the preparing of 
stamp designs for the issue. Like 
in other countries where the pub- 
lic has been invited to participate, 
it is expected to arouse tremend- 
ous interest, and at the same time 
have a representative cross sec- 
tion of Island life in he designs. 


National Exhibition 
For Australia— 1950 


Australian collectors are quite 
enthused over the prospects of a 
National Exhibition planned for 
Melbourne sometime during April 
or May 1950. Initiator and spon- 
sor of the show is the Royal Phil- 
atelic Society of Victoria. 

Opinion was very much in 
favor of keeping the exhibits con- 
fined to Australian collectors, so 
therefore their show will have 
nothing of an international flavor 
except that provided by non-com- 
peting exhibits invited from 
abroad. Full collaboration is being 
sought from societies, collectors 
and dealers throughout Australia, 
and it is hoped to have the latter 
represented on many of the com- 
mittees. 

An inovation is planned insofar 
as the exhibit will also have a 
bourse. Heretofore, Australian 
stamp shows were confined to 
the display of stamps and perhaps 
a lecture room, but nothing of a 
commercial nature. 

Although not definite at this 
time, it is proposed to allow ex- 
hibits only in the competitive 
class from Australia, New Zealand 
and the British Possessions in the 
South Seas, It is also proposed to 
have the exhibition commemorate 
the centenary of the issue, in 1850, 
of the first Australian postage 
stamps, the “Sydney Views” and 
Victorian “Half-Lengths” of Jan- 
uary 1850.

should be something that a collec- 
tor would know instinctively, but 
apparently some would like a few 
words on the matter. First remove 
all the stamps from the pile that 
are on colored paper, leaving 
those which have been used on 
white. While the color of VU. S. 
stamps are nearly all fast, those 
of fancy colored envelopes and 
paper isn’t, and they might soak 
out and stain them. The water 
should be luke warm, and in a 
container (clean) large enough to 
give the stamps floating room. 
A small amount of Ivory Flakes 
(soap chips) stirred into the wat- 
er before adding the stamp seems 
to help loosen any dirt on the 
stamps. If you have a large batch 
let them soak for about an hour, 
longer won’t hurt, gently stirring 
them several times so that the 
water gets to all of them ,and al- 
so to let the accumulated dirt 
drop to the bottom. 

Remove them gently with the 
paper and stamps mixed and ly- 
ing flat and place them in thin 
layers between sheets of news- 
papers, or other white paper. Put 
the entire lot to one side to dry. 
A few stamps can be dried be- 
tween white blotters. When dry, 
the paper is easily separated from 
the stamps, and the stamps are 
flat and ready for sorting: 

The stamps on the colored pa- 
per should be immersed singly 
in a relatively large container of 
water, so that the dye of the pa- 
per is diffused as much as pos- 
sible, 































































Seems as if all collectors are 
interested in my suggestion of 
limiting commemorative stamp Is- 
sues to not more than 15 million 
stamps. I’ve had letters from per- 
sons who state that they have 
never before written a letter to 
anyone on a matter of public in- 
terest such as the editors of their 
papers ,their Congressmen, and 
etc, 

Most of the letters to date ap- 
prove the 15 million limitation. 
Some of the writers worry a trif- 
le that stamps might get to be too 
high priced for future collectors. 
That, I would say should be the 
‘least of anyone’s concern, because 
I know that no one kept stamp 
prices down for me, and I had to 
make up my mind where I would 
start my collection, and how much 
I would spend on a stamp. Too 
many collectors do not face this 
problem, and consequently get in- 
to deep water financially. 

No other hobby tries to soften 
the financial requirements of its 
fo'lowers. The same thing hap- 
pens when unthinking parents 
say that they want to give their 
children everything; and many 
of them try to. But it so happens 
that children so treated never 
have a good sense of value, and 
they usually have a bored and 
jaded outlook on life. Good ex- 
pericace plus sound advice make 
fine collector citizens.

tive, or Made mandatory for is- 
guance by the passing of legis- 
lation in Congress. 

Few persons realize that it is 
within the Postmaster General’s 
discretion to .pprove the issuance 
of astamp without an act of Con- 
gress. It is only when the Post- 
master General will not give the 
Department’s approval in the reg- 
war manner that Congress goes 
oer his head and legislates a 
law which forces his Department 
to do so. 

The Department had opposed 
all the requests for stamps which 
will now be issued because of 
Congressional action. Competent 
philatelic observers had pointed 
out to Congressmen the precedent 
that would occur if a stamp were 
issued to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the consolidation 
of the five New York City bur- 
oughs. It was pointed out that 
never before had any city or 
town been thus recognized, and 
it wc ald let down such restrictive 
bars as the Department*had main- 
tained in this respect for years. 

First of the cities to put in a 
request for stamps of a commem- 
orative nature were Annapolis, 
Maryland and Alexandria, Virgin- 
ia. Both of them are two of the 
oldest and historically interesting 
cities in the United States. Re- 
quests have also been made for 
a stamp to propagandize the re- 
constructed “Colonial Williams- 
burg” of Virginia, a_ historical 


ine. 

Other requests among the con- 
stantly mounting flood, are one 
to commemorate the dedication 
of the Mt. Palomar, California 
telescope which was completed 
recently. Another asks that the 
Turner Societies be remembered 
in their centennial, 

A survey of the leading phila- 
telic pzxblications, and of the 
stamp columns in the large met- 
ropolitan dailies indicates that 
without exception, their editors 
are opposed to this abundance of 
labels. Collectors too, have ex- 
pressed their disapproval, but 
since a lot of it is expressed to 
the Post Office Department which 
is powerless to do anything about 
the matter inasmuch as they are 
required by laws to issue the 
stamps, nothing will result from 
these protests.

/Beyond Iron Curtain 


News from Russian occupied 
Germany, as respects stamp deal- 
ing activities, has been pretty 
scarce, for residents of Western 
Europe have found it difficult to 
cross the Russian Zone bound- 
aries. 

A reader however recently re- 


Leipzig Trade Fair in order to 
make some ntacts with Ger- 
man stamp dealers in the Rus- 
sian section. His name is 
given for obvious reasons, but 
quotes from his letter are as fol- 
lows. 

“It is very difficult, almost im- 
possible, to get a visa for the Al- 
lied Zone in Germany to buy and 
sell stamps, and even moreso for 
the Russian Zone. In _ general 
only “big business” people get 
the permit. The only exception 
are the different “Fairs”, such as 
the Leipziger Messe, the one at 
Hannover, etc. On these occas- 
ions even in the Russian Zone 
visas are granted more freely. 

“Thus I profited from the last 
Leipzig Fair and received with- 


sit visa” to and from Leipzig. 
And as inside Germany nobody 
asks you any questions, except 
at the different Zone frontiers, 
one can without any danger 
whatsoever go wherever one 
wants to. But of course you 
must not cross one of these fron- 
tiers at a point out of the way of 
your direct transit. To go home 
from Leipzig, Berlin is the direct 
way, and as there are no means 
of controlling your arrival there, 
you may stay a day or two with- 
out anybody knowing that you 
did so. , 

“However,* you could not take 
a direct train from Berlin to 
Hamburg for this would not be 
your direct way home, and as 
you might have some difficulties 
when crossing the Zone frontier, 
but you must take the direct 
train home, cross the frontier at 
the correct point, and get off the 
train at Hannover. This means a 
little detour, but it is safer. That 
is the way I did it, and if you 
look at my passport today and if 
you studied all the different 
“Stempel” I received on_ this 
trip you couldn't tell I made this 
detour. 

“I was very astonished to read 
that in your opinion Americans 
are not allowed to travel in Ger- 
many except under special cir- 
cumstances, Either your  infor- 
mation is not quite right, or 
there are a lot of “special cir- 
cumstances”, The Stolows’ have 
been twice in Germany lately, 
Weber is there right now, Kess- 
ler will soon be there, and still 
another American stamp dealer 
just wrote me that he has arrived 
in Paris, and will be there next 
week. 

“From the business point of 
view, a trip to Germany is well 
worthwhile. That is to say you 
can buy stamps for next to noth- 
ing, even the rarest classics, if 
you have either foodstuff to bar- 
ter or Dollars in Bank Notes. The 
only trouble is of course getting 
your stamps out of Germany. 
But as a lot of people specialize 
in smuggling, even this difficulty 
can be overdone if one goes to a 
reliable smuggling outfit who 
for a fee will get the stamps out 
and deliver them to you in an- 
other country so that you your- 
self need take no risks. As far as 
regular means of doing business 
is concerned, there is no legal 
way in which it can be carried 


on, 

“T have just returned from Lon- 
don. Business there was. rather 
poor as far as Continental _is- 
sues were concerned, as the Eng- 
lish dealers are more or less 
worried with the new Silver 
Wedding set which will absorb 
tens of thousands of Pounds, 
leaving the market cleaned of all 
ready cash.”
